JUDGE, AND: PROBLEM oF 
 ERRING PBTITIONER 


“Tam very‘sorry that ee 
every petitioner In undefended cases, 

‘Do you come into court with clean 
hands ?’” 

“T am not sare pene e ae a 
fool who brings a breach of promise 
action.” 

These declarations were made by 
Mr, Justice Hill, in the Divorce Court, 
in setting aside a decree nisi granted 
to Mr. Arthur Wardle, of Kent-street, 
Plaistow, following intervention by |’ 
the King’s Proctor, alleging miscon- 
duet. 

‘Mr. Rawlinson, K.C., for the King’s 
Proctor. said that Mr. Wardle in his 
divorce proceedings ‘Wid not dipclose 
his own adultery to the judge Mr. 
Wardle now asked for the exercise of 
the discretion of the court in his 
favour, pleading that he was not 
aware he should have given the whole 
facts about himself. 

Counsel mentioned thst Mr. Wardle 
had also answered in the negative a 
question in the Poor Person’s Divorce 
form: “Has a-plicant been guilty of 
any =o ‘offence? : 

William Geary, for Mr. Wardle, 
‘said'he could not understand why a 
public department should ask such a
